Sound Advice 


Sir Lingard Goulding’s speech at yester- 
day’s meeting of the General Court of 
Proprietors of the Bank of Ireland con- 
tained more common-sense than most 
of the. political speeches that have 
been made in the Free State during 
the last six months put together. The 
Bank of Ireland is a _ conservative 
institution. It does not believe in 
rash experiments, and its balance sheet 
shows that it is continuing to serve the 
country exceedingly well. During 1934 
all the Irish banks had a difficult time. 
In the Free State the national economy 
has been passing through a period of 
violent upheaval, and the banks inevitably. 
have become involved. in the general 
uncertainty. Nevertheless, they had a 
surprisingly good. year—a fact which is a 
high tribute to their efficient administra- 
tion. Taking the Irish banks as a whole, 
we find that the deposits during the year 
fell by the comparatively small sum of 
£2,725,427. No attempt has been made 
to segregate the business that was done 
in the Free State from that of the six 
Northern counties; but it is significant 
that the two banks that showed an 
increase in paper deposits were the Bank 
of Ireland and the Belfast Bank, which 
operates exclusively north of the border. 
In regard to the increase in Bank of 
Ireland deposits, the Governor told the 
proprietors yesterday that, in actual fact, 
the Bank’s deposit accounts had suffered 
a substantial contraction. This circum- 
stance, he explained, had no visible effect 
on the figures, because, under the heading 
of “Other Accounts,” certain transitory 
balances which had accumulated towards 
the end of the year had been included, 
and since then had been withdrawn in 
the ordinary way of business. We do not 
know to what, if any, extent this condition 
of affairs has applied to the other banks ; 
but it is fairly safe to assume that 
deposits all round have fallen during the 
last twelve months. When one considers 
the general condition of the country, the 
wonder is that they have not fallen far 
more heavily. 

It is an undoubted fact that—par- 


been a large sum of free money in circula- 
tion in the Saorstát; vut it would be 
most unwise to draw optimistic conclusions 
from this phenomenon.

there are indications that some part of 
the rates is held up for other reasons. 
Some ratepayers are keeping back their 
dues from a wish to embarrass the Govern- 
ment, and the same attitude on the part 
of some local authorities may be responsible 
for Sir Lingard Goulding’s statement that 
no serious effort is made to collect them. 
Such an attitude is both foolish and un- 
principled. Whatever Government is in 
power, there must be taxes and rates, and 
their demands will be met loyally by every 
citizen who realises that to do otherwise 
is to damage, not a political opponent, 
but the essential services of his country. 
We have every sympathy with the 
people who cannot meet those demands,

A Flax Shortage 


It is disquieting to learn that the 
Northern linen industry, having sur- 
mounted so many perils, is confronted now 
with a new danger in the shape of a 
shortage of flax. A certain quantity of the 
raw material is grown in Northern Ireland, 
but at present the great bulk of her supply 
—nearly 95 per cent.—comes from foreign 
sources, of which Russia is the chief. It 
appears now that supplies of flax from 
Russia will be stopped, or very seriously 
curtailed, in the near future. The reasons 
are twofold. In the first place, Germany's 
demand for Russian flax has increased 
enormously. In the second place, Russia 
herself, under the impetus of the second 
Five Year Plan, has begun to organise her 
own linen industry, and is making far 
greater use of her own flax crops. The 
prospect is creating genuine alarm in 
Northern Ireland, whose mills have only 
enough flax on hand to meet their needs 
for five months, and there is fear that 
many of the mills may be compelled to 
abandon work at the end of that time. In 
the circumstances, the North wonders 
whether her own crops of flax could not be 
increased, in order to prevent any 
prolonged shortage. At present she has 
only 15,700 acres under flax, producing 
5,000 tons ; and it is stated that an acreage 
of 50,000, producing 12,000 tons, in addi- 
tion to the stocks that still can be obtained 
from Belgium and other sources, would 
render her mills independent of Russia. 
Unfortunately, the farmers do not seem 


anxious to increase. their acreage of flax... 


The trouble hitherto has been that the 
market is uncertain, and that, while there 


have been so many sources of supply, th 
cannot be assured of a 2 dg ib. 


In face of the new necessity, Viscount 
Craigavon’s Government may be induced to 
guarantee them a price for the encourage- 
ment of production. Certainly, if foreign 
sources of supply fail, the North must do 
something to develop her own resourees. 


Quark 


Music-hall comedians have reminded us 
often enough of the potency of cheese, but 
perhaps we have not given their statements 
the serious attention that they deserve. 
How laboriously, for example, they have 
stressed the active qualities of gorgonzola ; 
and yet the French authorities are per 
plexed because seventeen tons of the species 
have found their way across the border 
from Italy, in some manner which they 
describe as ' mysterious.’’ The powers of 
cheese are shown even more convincingly 
in a report from Berlin, where the Secret 
Police have dissolved an organisation 
known as the Weissenberg Sect. It would 
be no exaggeration to say that the Weis- 
senberg Sect was founded on cheese, and on 
cheese alone. Joseph Weissenberg, who 
numbered his followers in scores of 
thousands, may have attracted them 
partly by his own magnetic powers ; but it 
is on record that the greatest attraction 
was that exercised by his particular brand 
of cheese, known as quark. He gained his 
influence through a simple method of heal. 
ing, which was to apply a certain amount 
of quark to the injured spot. Soon Herr 
Weissenberg became a celebrity, and in a 
few years his infallible cure had 
encourayed him to start a new religion. 
Millions of marks found their way into 
his hands, and, with them, he built a 
settlement which boasted of its own school, 
museum, fire brigade and temple—the 
latter being dedicated to what now was 
known as “the Evangelical-Johannean 
Church.” His settlement contained every 
amenity except a hospital, and that, of 
course, was rendered unnecessary by 
reason of the healing qualities of quark. 
We are not told whether any monument to 
this mighty cheese has been set up, but 
we hope that the powers of quark, which 
have outshone those of Gorgonzola, 
Roquefort, Camembert and many other 
distinguished rivals, will be kept alive in 
some suitable manner, long after the 
original has gone the way of all cheese.

grants in aid of new building and couve, 
ance of children.” A further resolution 
Suggested that, if the school-leavinge a 
were raised, it would be undesirable 
permit any exceptions. Past experience, it 
is stated, proved that exceptions tended to 
defeat the purpose of the additional year. 
The School Age Council—a non-party body 
of 300 educationists, Churchmen and indus- 
trialists—is shortly to send a deputation 
to the Prime Minister to urge a similar 
need.

Wage Agreement for Cotton

FALL IN DUBLIN 


INQUEST ON TWO 
VICTIMS 


. 


POSSIBLE CAUSES OF THE 


ACCIDENT 


ITH his hands swathed in bandages 
WV and his face scarred from the burus, 


Sergeant Leo Canavan, at the re- 
sumed inquest at St. Bricin’s Hospital yester- 
day, described the crash of the Free State 
Army aeroplane at Terenure last September, 
which had resulted in the deaths of Lieu- 
teuant Arthur Russell (29) and Private Daniel 
Toomey (20), members of the Army Áir 
Corps. 

The ‘plane, which was piloted by Arthur 
Russell and was carrying as passengers 
Toomey and Canavan crashed into a font 
garden at Terenure road,” East, shortly before 
5 p.m. on September 10, and burst into flames. 
Lieutenant Russell and Private Toomey were 
dead when found, and Sergeant Canavan 
was badly injured.» An inquest on the bodies 
of the dead men was opened at the hospital on 
September 11 and was adjourned pending the 
recovery of Sergeant Canavan. The medical 
evidence on that occasion was that death was 
due to injury to the cervical vertebre and 
had been instantaneous. 

At. yesterday’s proceedings, which were 
conducted by Dr. D. A. MacErlean, the City 
Coroner,-sitting with a jury, Mr. H. Lemass, 
‘solicitor, appeared for Lieutenant Russell's 
next-of-kin; Mr. J. O'Donovan, solicitor for 
the State, and Inspector Wolfe represented 
the Civic Guards. 


SURVIVOR’S EVIDENCE 

Sergeant Canavan said that about 2 pm. 
on Monday, September 10, ne left Baldonnél 
aerodrome as a passenger im a Fairey aereo- 
plane with Lieutenant Russell and Private 
Toomey. . Lieutenant Russcll was the pilot. 
After about twenty minutes’ flying Lieutenant 
Russell commenced to practice steep “ ban&- 
ing,” or tilting the ‘plane sideways. This 
would cause the ‘plane to lose height, which 
apparently the pilot could not regain. He 
could not lift the ‘plane, and therefore had to 
fiv at a low altitude. 

The next thing I remember, the witness 
said, was that the ’plane struck a tree some- 
where in Terenure. It then fell to the grounil 
and burst into flames. I could not say 
whether or not the ’plane developed engine 
trouble. The ’plane had a parachute, which 
I tried to use, but could not. 

To a juror he said that they were carrying 
out. a normal flight. If they had intended to 
‘loop the loop” they. would have been 
strapped in. The pilot was strapped. 


WENT INTO A SPIN 


Mr. Joseph Russell, a brother of the dead 
lieutenant, said that on the evening of the 
accident he was at his home at 46 Terenure 
road, East, and saw a ‘plane coming towards 

m, moving southwards. at an altitude of 
about 1,500 feet. The engine appeared te he 
‘“missing”’ badly. The ‘plane made a quick 
inanwuvre sideways, and owing to the loss oi 
power it fell into what was known techm- 
cally as a stall. He and others rushed to the 
front of the house and heard the petrol tank 
explode, and dashed to the ‘plane in time to 
assist in pulling out Sergeant Canavan before 
the ‘plane was enveloped in flames. They 
could not reach the other two men owing ““” 
the flames.. By that time the fire brigade had 
arrived, and did great work in extinguishing 
the flames and extricating the other two men 

Corener—Do vou think that the machine 
had been stopped deliberately by the pilot ?— 
The engine was back-firing when it was 
approaching the house, and as the pilot was 
about to turn the engine cut off entirely. 
The machine rolled over on its back and went 
into a spin. : 

(oroner—The engine would not have been 
stopped by the pilot?—Not at that time. 
There was no place where they could make 
a forced la..dmg. An emergency landing 
could have been made at a quarry at the 
back of one of the houses across the street, 
and it is possible the pilot was trving to land 
“a that quarry on account of the engine's 
aliure, 


THREE POSSIBLE CAUSES 


Colonel Charles. Russell, another brother of 
the dead officer, corroborated the evidence 
of the previous witness. He said that it 
would appear that the pilot had attempted 
a pancake landing His brother had consider- 
able experience, also having been for nine 
\ears in the -Air Force. 

Coroner-—-Have vou any definite opinion as 
to why the accident occurred ’—I believe that 
three things happened. First of all, 
the pilot could have became ill suddenly, and 
falling forward, interfered with the joystick. 
Hiis arms may have fallen against it. 
Seconaly, it could have been owing to con- 
structional failure affecting the controls and 
causing the machine to dive. It could also 
have been engine failure and an attempt to 
make a forced landing in the quarry. 

Severa! other witnesses who saw the 
machine come down also gave evidence. 


IN PERFECT ORDER 


_Captain Patrick Quin, officer commanding 
the workshops at Baldunnell, said that before 
the ‘plane was taken up it was in perfect 
running order. Lieutenant Russell had 
examined the machine before the flight and 
he tested the engine before taking off. He 
could not say from the testimony of the wit- 
nesses whether there was any engine trouble. 
rhe ’plane was a comparatively new one and 
had been used two weeks before the accident. 
It was possible that trouble might have 
developed during the flight. 

Addressing the jury, Mr. Lemass said that 
he thought that no one could have any doubt 
that every possible precaution in that case 
had been taken. From the evidence it ap- 
peared that the chief anxiety cf Sergeant 
Canavan, even when he was being dragged 
out of the ‘plane, was for his colleagues, and 
he thought that was a spirit worthy of the 
Force. 

The Coroner expressed sympathy with the 
relatives of the dead men, and said that the 
people who had tried to rescue the unfortu- 
nate men had made a remarkable exhibition 
of courage 

Mrs Lemass and Mr. O'Donovan joined in 
the expression of sympathy. 


THE VERDICT 


Without retiring, the jury returned a ver- 
dict in accordance with the medical evidence 
the injuries having been received accidentally 
in the crash, They added a rider to the effect 
that Lieut. Russell had done everything in 
his power to avoid the accident; that the 
crash was due to engine trouble, but that 
no blame rested on the Army authorities, who 
apparently -had taken every precaution to 
prevent an accident. They commended the 
action of the civilians, especially Peter 
Heeney, and paid a tribute to Inspector 
Wolfe for his handling of the case. -

T the Waterford District Court to-day 
A the Ballynamointra (Gaultier) Co- 
Operative Creamery Company, Ltd., 
County Waterford, was prosecuted for, as 
alleged, non-compliance with the Agricultura! 
Produce (Cereals) Act, 1933, in the sale of a 
quantity of maize. ny 

Mr. E. A. Ryan, State Solicitor, prosecut- 
ing, said that the Manager of the Creamery, 
Mr. Ahearne, only appeared for the defence. 
He thought that the Creamery had better 
employ some solicitor to. represent them, as 
they were charged with a criminal offence. 

teplying to District Justice MacUabe, the 
Manager said that he admitted the charge, 
but it was unavoidable at the time. 

Outlining the circumstances, Mr. h yan 
said that it was brought under the Agri: 
cultural Produce Act, the preamble of which 
made it clear what the Legislature had in 
mind: To make provisions for the contro! and 
regulation of milling wheat and other mu. 
and to promote and encourage the growth o 
wheat and other cereala in Saorstat Eireann. 

On August 9 last year the ins tor, under 
the Act. íound that the defendanta had, 1 
fact, sold one ton and some cwts. of imported 
maize without having it mixéd, as they wére 
bound to have it mixed, with home-growv 
maize. 

Addressing the manager of the creamery, 
the District Justice said that there appeared 
to be some Question of his right to hear him. 
He (the manager) was not in any case the 
defendant, and his society would be well ad- 
vised to be represented by a solicitor. This 
was a very serious matter, the penalty for 
which was £100. He adjourned the case 
for a week to enable defendants to engage 
the services of a solicitor.

THE EXCAVATIONS OF 
LAST YEAR 


Lecturing to the Dublin Literary Society 
last night on “ Aspects of present-day Irish 
Archewology.’’ Dr. Mahr [Director of the 
National Museum) said that the archeological! 
significance of this country to the whole of 
Europe cannot possibly be over-rated. It is 
quite impossible to understand European 
history without paying due regard to Ireland 
and her monuments im the field and in the 
museums. The responsibility of the Free 
State Government and of Irish archeologists 
is a particularly heavy one. — 

British, American, and Danish scholars, he 
said, participated in the excavations im 
Ireland Jast year, the best evidence of how 
much importance international research 
attaches to Irish evidence.  —. 

The lecturer showed a considerable number 
of lantern slides, on which some of the best 
objects found during the excavation campaign 
of 1934 were illustrated.
